This twenty-eighth in the series oi' annual reports submitted to 
the people of West Rutland presents tabulations for the calendar 
year 1963. In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of 
assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hos- 
pital and physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per 
month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the town of 
settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation charges 
incurred by your community during the past year for each of 
these types of care were as follows: 

Nursing Home Care 81,407.-11 

Hospitalization Services 1,762.53 

Physician Services 171.00 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for 
the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local 
and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for 
the former amounted to 8336.15 and for the latter 8 00 for the 
year just closed. 

During 1963 assistance was granted to 33 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled pro- 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town- 
bv-town records are compiled for these categories, their benefits 
were available to all qualified residents.

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NURSE’S REPORT FOR 1963 1964 

On February 14, 1963, an Oral Sabin Polio for Type 1 was 
offered to the community of West Rutland. There were 292 who 
took advantage of this program. 'Phis program was offered 
through the Vermont Department of Health. Dr. Frank Smolin- 
ski was on call during the clinic. Public Health nurses were Miss 
Joyce Stickney and Airs. Esther Swett. Other nurses assisting 
were Airs. Lorraine Davis, Airs. Faye Wener, Airs. Margaret 
Sullivan, and Airs. Esther Nelson, School Nurse. Helpers were 
Atiss Helma Erickson, Mrs. Patricia MeGann, Airs. Julia White, 
Mrs. Alyrna Cassady, Airs. Valarie Drzewiczewski, Airs. Olga 
Bruno, Airs. Bernice Kenny, Airs. Helen Boutwcll, Mrs. Helen 
Czachor, Airs. Priscilla Valach, Mrs. Stella W'asik, Airs. Valarie 
Sitek, Airs. Blanche Fuller, Airs. Theresa Belock, and Airs. Carrie 
Mirti. 

The second Oral Sabin Polio Clinic for Type II was held on 
A I arch 2S, 1963. There were 399 who took advantage of this 
clinic. 

The school nurse attended a nurses’ meeting on May 6, 1963, 
m Burlington, at the Re-habilitation Center. Lecture concerning 
speech arid hearing were given by Dr. Edward Friedman of the 
Center. Dr. Rufus Morrow, Consultant in Otholaryngology and 
Dr. Frank Falck, Consultant in Speech and Hearing. 

Dr. Gray illustrated his speech by a demonstration on testing 
for glaucoma. 

The nurse also attended a school nurses' meeting on May 9, 
1963, at the Rutland Junior High School. 

The third Oral Sabin Polio Clinic for Type III was held on 
Alay 16, 1963, in the West Rutland High School music room. 
There were 424 who took advantage of this clinic. 

On September 4, 1963, school opened with half sessions for 
the rest of the week. There were 552 students registered in the 
Main St. School and St. Stanislaus School. 

In September, vitamins were distributed to any child in the 
grades, if the parents so desired. These vitamins are furnished 
by the Parent-Teacher Association. 

The children at St. Stanislaus School also receive vitamins; 
each child pays for his own. 

Pre-school children also have the advantage of procuring 
these vitamins. To date, 11,000 vitamins have been supplied to 
pre-schoolers. 
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On September 9, 19(0. notices of the dental clinic were sent 
to parents of the public and parochial school children. This pro- 
gram started on September 23, and we are very fortunate t o have 
Mrs. Dan Randall, a registered dental hygienist, back with us. 
There were 146 children from the Main St. School and 75 from St. 
Stanislaus School who took advantage of this program. To date 
there have been 26 pre-schoolers. 

Each child is checked during the school year by the school 
nurse; health records are kept for each child. The parents are 
notified of any defects. 

Hearing tests have been completed in both schools. One 
pupil was referred to the Rehabilitation Center for a complete 
hearing test. 

On October 15, the first, school clinic was held at the Main 
St. School for the first grade. Dr. Smolinski was the attending 
physician, assisted by Miss Nancy Blondo. public health nurse, 
and Mrs. Nelson, school nurse. Helpers were Mrs. Curtis Cnss- 
ady, Mrs. John Przybylo, and Mrs. Anthony Rajda. There were 
14 physicals, oue vaccination, two re-vaccinations for small pox, 
7 diphtheria and tetanus boosters, and 8 polio immunizations. 
There were (5 mothers present. One child was referred to the 
Crippled Children Clinic. 

On October 16, the second clinic was held at the Main St. 
School for the first grade. Dr. Smolinski was the attending 
physician, assisted by Misses Agnes McElroy and Nancy Blondo, 
public health nurses, and Mrs. Nelson, school nurse. Helpers 
were Mrs. John Weinreber, Mrs. Richard Dodds, and Mrs. Curtis 
Cassady. There were 1 1 physicals, 5 smallpox vaccinations, 4 re- 
vaccinations, 10 diphtheria and tetanus boosters, and 5 polio 
immunizations. One child was referred to the Crippled Children's 
Clinic. Several children had infected tonsils. There were 7 
mothers present. 

On October 18, the nurse attended a meeting at the Teachers’ 
Convention in Burlington. 

On October 23, the first grade clinic was held at St. Stanislaus 
School for first graders. Dr. Smolinski was the attending physi- 
cian, assisted by Miss Blondo, and Mrs. Nelson. Helpers were 
Mrs. Joseph Skaza, and Ann Jakubowski. There were 14 physi- 
cals, 3 smallpox vaccinations, 4 re- vaccinations. 1) diphtheria and 
tetanus boosters, and 8 polio immunizations. There were 10 
mothers present. 

On October 31, Oral Sabin Polio Clinic, Type I, was offered 
for those who did not receive it at the previous clinic. There were 
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05 who took advantage of it. In charge were Misses McElroy and 
Blondo, and Mrs. Nelson. Mrs. Edward McGann was the re- 
corder. 

On November 26, the third clinic was held at the Main St. 
School for high school students. Dr. Smolinski was the attending 
physician, assisted by Miss Blondo and Mrs. Nelson. Recorder 
was Mrs. Curtis Cassady. 88 tetanus booster, s 18 Salk polio, and 
2 smallpox vaccinations were given. 

On November 27, the fourth clinic was held at the Main St. 
School for grades 2 through 8 in both schools. Dr. Smolinski was 
in attendance; assisting were Miss Blondo, Miss Claire Le Fran- 
cois, public health nurses, and Mrs. Nelson. Recorder was Mrs. 
John Przybylo. Immunizations given were 13 tetanus boosters, 
23 Salk polio, 20 re- vaccinations, 23 diphtheria and tetanus 
booster's and 2 physicals. 

All School Conferences were held under the supervision of 
the Vermont Department of Health. 

An Oral Sabin polio clinic will be held in the near future for 
children from 6 weeks through 30 years of age. 

Glasses have been procured for one child through the Asso- 
ciation for the Blind. 

There have been numerous cases of measles, chicken pox, 
mumps, and grippe. 

Several children have been injured during school session and 
required a doctor’s care. The school nurse has taken care of this. 

Seventy home calls were made, and there were numerous 
phone contacts.
